A SELECTION oiF the Beauties of Sterne is 
what has been looked for by a number of 
his admirers for fome time ; well knowing they 
would form fuch a Volume as perhaps t;his9 nor 
any other language, could equal. Indeed it was 
highly neceffary on a particular fcore to make 
this feledton : the cia/ie lovers of literature were 
not only deprived themfclvcs of the pleafure and 
in(lru3ion fo confpicuous in this niagniflcent.af'- 
femblage of Genius, but their rifing ofF^pring, 
whofe minds it would polilh to the higheft per- 
feftion were prevented from tafting the enjoy-f 
ment likewife. The ckajle part of the world 
complained (b loudly of the obfcenity which 
taints the writings of J/^^rn^, (and indeed, with 
fomereafon), that thofe readers under their im* 

mediiteinfpeQion were not fufFered to penetrate 
beyond the title-page of his TriJiramSimdy ;^^ 
his Sentimsntal yaurney, in fome degree, efcaped 
the general cenfure ; though that i§ not iniirely 
free from the fault complained of.

THE author of the annexed pages of fuper- 
lative genius was born at Clmmel in tire 
feqth oi Ireland, November i}[i^2^i\\i 1713; his 
father was a lieutenant in Handafide^s reginnejit, 
tfndgrandfbn to Dr. Richard Sterne ^ Archbiftiop 
€XTiirky who died in 1683. Our Author was 
born a few days after his father and mother's 
arrival from Dunkirk, — His birih-day, he tells 
us, ** was oniinous to his poor father, who was, 
the day after his arrival, with many other brave 

< cfficers broke, and fent adrift into the wide 
world with a wife aird two children." On his 
father's being difbanded he removed to his fa- 
mily feat at Elvingtvn, near Tork, where his mo- 
ther rcfided. Here they fojourned for ten months, 

. when the regiment was efta4)iiflied, and they alt 
repaired to Di/i^m.— Within a month of their 
«f rival, his father was ordered 10 Exeter, to 
which place they all followed him In about a

• Thou art a g6bd*natured foul, rwtllanfwerfor 
thee, cried my utlcte To^y ; and thou fhalt drink 
the poor genttettiatt^s heiilth inaglais of fack 
thyfelf,-— and take a couple of bottles with my 
fervice, and tell biiri he is heartily welcome to 
them, and to a dozen moire if they will do hihi 
good." 

Though I ani perfuaded, fald my uncle ToAf^ 
as the landlord fhut the door, he is a very com* 
paflionate felIoW^^Tr/;w,-^yet I cannot help en- 
tertaining a high bpinioh of his gueft too; there 
muft be fomething more than common in him, 
that in fo (hort a. time fhould win fo .much upon 
theaffcfUons of hishoft; — ^And.of his whole fa- 
mily, added the Corporaj, for they are all con- 
cerned for him.- — Step ^fter him, faid my uncle 
Tbijy,— do Trim, and a(k if he knows Iiis nariie.

It wis riot till my uncle Toby had knocked the 
aflies out of his third pipe, that Gorporal Trim 
returned frorii the inn, and gave)i!rii the follow- 
ing account, . . 

I defpairedjat Srft, faid the'Corpdral, of being 
able to bring back your honour any kind of intel- 
ligence concerriiitg thie poor fidk Lreutenant — Is 
he in the army, then ? faid rifiy uncle Toij-i— He 
IE, faid the Corpriral— And in what regiment ?

into tears. — Poor youth ! faid my uncle 7V*y.-i-» 
he has been bred up from an infant in the armya 
and the name of a foldier,. Trim^ founded in his 
fwrs like the name of a friend;— I wUh I. had 
Iiim here. . 

*—r never in the Ibngeff march,, (aid the Cor- 
poral, had (b great a mind to my dinner,, as I had 
to cry with him for company :— What could be 
the matter with nre, an' pleafe your honour? 
Nothing in the worlds 7r/V«, faid my undtToty, 
J)!owing'his nofe^— but that thou art a good na-

When r gave him the toaff, continued the 
Corporal, I thought it was proper to tell htm I 
was Captain Shandyh lervant, and that your ho- 
nour (though arfl-anger) was extremely concern-

the blind, the aged, and theinfirm—i-t he captive 
who lies down, counting over aiid over again 
the daysof hisafflidions, langui(hes al(b for his 
ihare of it ; and had you been of the order of 
Mercy y inftead of the order of St. Francis, poor 
as I am, continued F, pointing at my portman- 
teau, full cheerfully ihould it have been open'd 
tcryou, forthe ranibm of theiinfortunate— The 
Monk made me-a bow— but of all others, refu-

THE good old Monk was within (ix- paces of 
us^as the ideaofhim croPsM thy mind ; and 
was advancing towards us a little out of the line, 
as if uncertain whether he (hould break in upon 
us or no,— He ftopp*d, however, as foon as he 
canie up to us, with a world of franknefs ; and 
having a horn fnuffrbox in his hand, he prefented 
it Open to me— You (hall tafte mine— Paid I,

I blu(h'd in my 
turn ; but from what movemeots, I leave to the 
few who feel to analyfe-^Excufe me, Madame, 
replied I— *I treated him moft unkindly ; and 
from no provocation. 'Tis impoflible, faid the 
lady — My God! cried the monk with a warmth 
of affcveration which feem'd not to belong to 
hini— the fault was in me, and in theindilcrction 
of ray zeal— the lady oppofedit, and I Joined 

with 
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with her in maintaining it was infipoflible that a 
fpirit Co regulated as his^ could give oflFence to 
any. 

I knew not that conlcntiorf could be rendered 
fo fwecf and pfeafurable a thing to the nerves as 
I then felt it.— Werenfiaincd filent, without anv 
fenfation of. that foolilh pain which takes place, 
when in fuch a circle you look for ten minutes 
in one another's faces without fayiner a word. 
Whilft this lartcd, the monk rubb'dhis horn-box 
upon the fleeve of his tunic ; and as foon as it 
had acquired a little air ofbrightnefs by the 
friflion— he made a low bow, and faid, 'twas 
too late to fay whether it was the weaknefs 
or goodncfs'of our tempers which had involved 
us in this conteft— bur be it as it wouJd— he 
begg'd we might exchange hoxes-^in faying 
this he prefentcd his to me wiih one hand, as 
he took mine from me in the other: and having 
kifs'd it— with a ftream of good-nature in his 
eyes, he put it into his bofom— -and took his 
leave. 

I guard this box as 1 would the indrumcntal 
parts of my religion, to help my mind on to 
fomething better: in truth, I feldom go abroad 
without it ; and oft and many a time have I cal« 
led up by it the courteous fpirit of its owner to 
regulate my own, in the juftlings of the world; 
ihey had found full employment for his, as I 

learnt 
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fearnt from his dory, till about the forty-fifth 
year of his age, when upon fome military fer- 
vices til requited, and meeting at the fame time 
with a dtfappomtment in the tendereft of paffi- 
ons, he abandoned the fword ajid the fex toge- 
ther, and took fanfluary, not fo much ia hit 
convent as in himielf. * 

I feel a drimp upon my fpirits, as I am going 
to add, that in my ]aft return through Calais, 
upon inquiring after Father Lorenzo, I heard 
he had been dead near three months, and was 
buried, not in his convent, but, according to his 
dcfire, in a little cemetery belonging to it, about 
two leagues off: I had a flrong dtfire to fee 
where they had laid him—when upon pulling 
out his little horn- box, as I fat by his grave, and 
plucking up a nettle or two at the head of it, 
which had no bufMiefs to grow there, they all 
rtruck together fo forcibly upon my affedions, 
that I burft into a flood of tears— but I am as 
weak as a woman ; and I beg the world not to 
fmile, but pity me.

THERE is fomethlng in our nature which 
engages as to take part in every accident

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impofllibic— for there are fome tempers— »-how 
(hall Idefcribe thcm ?—fornie(f either offuch 
impenetrable matter^ or wrought up by habitual 
fcltifhnefs to fuch an utter ihfenfibiKty of what 
becomes of the fortunes of their fellow creatures, 
as if they were not partakers of the fame nature^ 
or had nolot or conneSiod at all with the fpe- 
cies.

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HOUSE OF MOURNING. 

LET us go into the houfe of mourning, made 
fo by fuch afflidions as have been bfo.ughl 
in, merely by the common crofs accid^nt^ and 
dlfaders to which our condition is expofed,-— 
where, perhaps, the aged parents fit broken- ' 
hearted, pierced to their fouls with the foBy 
and indilcretion of a thanklels child— the child 
of their prayers, in whom all their hopes and ex- " 
peQaiions centered :— perhaps a more affeding 
fcene— a virtuous family lying pinched with 
want^ where the unfortunate fupportof it hav- 
ing long ftruggled with a train of misfortunes^ 
and bravefy fought up againft them,— -is now 
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piteoufly borne down at the laft— overwhelmed 
with a cruelblow which no forccaft or frugah'ty 
could have prevented. — O God ! look upon his 
afflictions — Behold him diftraded with many 
forrows, furrounded with the tender pledges of 
his love, and the partner of his cares— ^w it hout 
bread to give them, unable from the. remem- 
brance cf better days, to dig i— to beg,a{liamed. 

■ When, we enter into the houfe of mourning 
fuch 9i this— it is impoffiMc to infdt the nnfor- 
tonate feven with an improper look — Under 
*^hatever levity and diflipation of heart, fiich 
objeQs catch, our eyes,— they catch liktwife. 
our attentions, colle6l and call home our fcat- 
ter^d thoughts, and exercife them with wifdom. ' 
A tfaiifienl lcen6 of diftrefs/uch as is here (ketch- 
edf how foon does it furnifh materials to fet 
the mind at work ? how neceflarily does it en- 
gage it to the confideration of the miferies and' 
misfortunes," the dangers and calamhies to which 
the life of man is fubjeft ? By holding up fuch 
a glafs before it, it forces the mind to fee and 
refleS upon the vanity, — the perifhing condition 
and uncertain tenure of every thing in this world. 
From refleflions of this ferious caft, how infen- 
fiMy do the thoughts carry us farther? — and 
from confidering what we are— what kind of 
world we live in, and what evils befal us in ir, 
bow naturally do they fet us to look forwards at 

what 
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whaUpoinbly we fliall be ? — for what kind of 
world we are intended — wbat evils moy befal 
us there— and what provifion we (liould make 
flgainft them here, whilft we have time and op-, 
portunity. If thefe leflbns are fo infeparable 
from the houfe of mourning here fuppefcd — wc? 
fhalllind it a ftill more inftruflivc fchool of wif- 
dom when we take a view of the place in that 
more a(Te6ling light in which the wife man 
feems to confine it in the next, in which, by 
the houfe of mourning, I believe he means thut 
particular fcene of (brrow, where there is lamen- 
tation and mourning for the dead. Turn in hi- 
ther, I befe^ch you, for a moment. Behold a 
dead rrian ready to be carried out, the only fon 
of his mother, and (he a widow. Perhaps a 
liioreaflFcfting fpeQacfe, a kind and indulgent 
father of a numerous family, lies breathlefs— — 
fnatched away in the llrength of his age 
torn in an evil hour from his children and the 
bofom of a difconfotate wife. Behold much peo- 
ple ofthe city gathered together to mix their 
tears, with fettled forrow in their looks, going 
heavily along to the houfe of mourning , to per- 
form that laft melancholy office, which, when 
the debt of nattrre is paid, we are called upon to 
pay to each other.. If this fad occafion which 
leads him there, has not done it already, take 
notice, to what a ferious and devout frame of

In this cirde too often does a man run, trres 
all experiments,^ and generally fits down wearied 
and diflatisBed wtth them all at laf!-— in utter 
defpair of ever accomplifhing what he wantr— 
nor knowing what to truft to after fo many di(^ 
appointments ; or where to lay the faulty whe- 
thei in the incapacity of his own nature, or fft 
i^the infufficiency of the enjoyments themferves'.

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Ae is heariily forry for it,—- hopes in God it is 
iBot true: however, as Archbiflipp Tillotiba 
■wittily obferves upon it, is reiblved, iq the 
.^ean time, to give the report her pafs, that at 
Jcaft it may have fair play totake its fortune in 
ihe wor-ld^— to be believed or not, according to 
the charity of thofe into whole bands it fliall 
happen to fall ? 

So fruitful is this vice in variety of expedient^?, 
to fitiate as well as diiguife itfelf. But if thefe 
fmoolher weapons cut fo fore,— what fhall we 
fay of open and anblu(bing fcandal— fubjefted to 
no caution, tied down to no rellraints T-— If the 
one, like an arrow (hot in the dark, docs never* 
4helefs fo much fecret mifchief,— -this, like the 
j)eftilencc, which rageth at noon day, fweeps all 
^fore it, levelling without difiinflJon the good 
and the bad ; a thoufand fai( befide it, and ten 
thoufand on its right hand ;— they fall— fo rent 
and torn in this tender part of them, (b unmcr-' 
cifuUy butchered, as ibmetinrKs never to recover 
either the wsounds,*— ^or the angmfli of h^art 
which they have occafioned. 

. But there is nothing fo bad which will not

And here it may be afk'd,— whether the inr

That if we take a general view of the world, 
iL-we (hall find, that a great deal of virtue,— 
iat lead of the outward appearance of it,— •isnot 
fo much from any fixed principle, as the terror 
of what the world will fay, — and the liberty it 
will take upon the occafions we fhall give. 

Thai if we defceiid to particulars, number^ arc 
every day taking more pains to be well fpokea 
of, than what would adually enable themjo 
live fo as to deferve it. 

That there are many of both fexes who can 
fupport life well enough without honour or 
chaftity, — who without reputation, (which is 
but the opinion which the world has of the mat- 
ter), would hide their heads in fliame, and fink 
down in utter defpair of happinefs. — No doubt 
the tongue is a weapon which doeschaflife ma- 
py indecorums which the laws of men will not 
reach, — and keeps marTy in awe--whom con- 
fcience will not ; — and where the cafe is indif- 
puUbl)' flagrant,— the fpcaking of it in fuch

words as it deferves'-^fcarce comes within the 
prohibition.-*-*! n many cafes it is hard to ex- 
prefi ourfelves fo.as to fix a diftinftion betvrixt 
oppoTite charaders ;— and fontettmes it may be 
as much a debt we owe to virtue, and as great 
a piece 6f juftice to expofe a vicious charader,

thou art but the receiver y-^^^nd that to be obliged 
and to be vain too,-— is bun he old fclccifmof 
pride and beggary, which, though they often 
meet, — yet ever mak« but an abfurd ibciety. 

If thou art powerful in intereft, and Aandeft 
dtiificd by a fervile tribe of dependants,— .why 
(houldft thou be proudy— becaufe they are hun- 
gry ?— -Scourge me fuch fycophants; they 
have turned the heads of thoufands as well as 
thine—— 

But \\s thy own dexterity and ftrength which 
have gained thee this eminence :— allow it j but 
act thou proudi that thou Aaodcft in a place 

where 
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where thou art the mark of one man^s envy, air- 
other man's malice, or a third manVrevenge,— ^ 
where gopd men may be ready to furpeft tbee^ 
and whence barf men wifl be ready to pull thee 
rfown ? I would be proud of nothing that is un- 
certain : Haman was lb, becaufe he was admit- 
ted alone to queen -^^erV banquet ; and the 
diftindion raifed him^—- but it was fifty cubits 
higher than Be ever dream'd or thought of. 

Let us paft on to thie pretences of Teaming^ 
&c. &c. If thoo haft a little, thou wilt be- 
proud of it in courfe : if thou haft much, and 
good fenfe along whh it, there will be no rearon* 
to difpute againft the ipaff\oi\ ; a beggarly pa?- 
rade of remnants is but a ibrry objed of pride at 
the beft;-»but more fo, when we can cry out 
upon it, as the poor man did of his hatchet^-— 
Atas f majieti for it was B9rrowe(t^» 

It is treafon to fay the fame of Beauty,—^ 
whatever we do of the aftsand ornaments with 
which Pride is wont to («t it ofF : theweakeflr 
minds are moft caught with both ^ being ever 
glad to win attention and credit from fmalland 
(lender accidents, through dtfabiliiy of purckaf- 
ing them by better means.

Secondly, let it be obre!:rcd,— »*that in the con- 
tinuance and courfe of a virt nous man's afiiirs, 
there is -Rttle probability bf his falling into con« 
fiderable difappointmeiits or calamities ;— -not 
Only becaufe guarded by the providence of God, . 
but that honefly -ifi in it6 own nature the freaft 
from danger- 

Firft, hecaufe fuch a one lays no projifls, 
which it IS the intereft of another to blaft^ and 
therefbne need no indircd methods or deceitful' 
pradices to fecune his^ intereft by cindermin* 
ingcchefs,f— The paths of virtue are plain and 

X 3 ftrai^ht^ 
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ftraighty fo that the blind, perfons of the mean<- 
eft capacity, (hall not err.— -iDiflionefty reqiures 
(kill to condu3 it, and as great art to conceal 
—what *tis every one's intereft to deted. And 
I think I need not remind you how oft it hap- 
pens in attempts of this kind-— where worldly 
men in hafie to be rich, have over-run the only 
means to it,— and for want of laying their con- 
trivances With proper cunning, or managing 
them with proper fecrefy and advantage, have 
loft for ever, what they Alight have certainly 
fecured with houefty and pla|n- dealing.— The 
general caufes of the dilappointments in their 
bufinefs, or of the unhappinefs in their lives,' 
lying but too manifedly in their own tliforderly 
paflions, which by attempting to carry them a 
Ihortcr way to riches and honour, difappoint ihem 
of bolh for ever, and make plain their ruin is 
from themfelves, and that ihcy eat the fruits, 
which their own hands have watered and i ipened.

APPLICATION OF RICHES. 

HOW God did intend I hem, — may as well be 
known from an appeal to'yourown hearts, 
and the infcription you fhall read there, — as 
from any chapter and verfe I might citenjpon 
the fubjeft.

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which even the mofl: infenfible man may have* 
proof of, from what we may perceive fpringmg 
up within him from fome cafual ad ofgenero--

much as the enjoyment of any other good does : 
•*— there muft be fomething antecedent in the 
difpofition and temper which will render that 
good,-vA good to that individual; otherwife, 
though 'tis true it may be poflcDTed,— yet it 
never can be enjoyed.

MISFORTUNE AND CONSOLATION. 

THERE is not an objeft in this world which' 
God can be fuppofed to look down upon 
with greater plcafure, than that of a good man 
involved in misfortunes, furronnded on all lidcs 
with difficu! ties— yet cheerfully bearing up his 
head; and ftruggling againft them with firmnefs 

and 
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tnd cond^ncy of mind.— Ccrtaiply to our con- 
ceptions fuchobjeds muft be trufy engaging :— » 
and the teaibn of fb exalted an ericonniam from 
this hand, is eafily to be guefled : no doubt 
the wifcft of the^ heathen phifofbphers had 
fckind, from obfervation upon the life of man^ 
that the many trottbles aad infirmities of his 
natane, the (icknefles, difappointii^ents, forrows^ 
for the fofi of children or property, with the 
numberlefs other calamities and crofs accidents to 
which the life of man is fubjeft, were in thenw 
felves fo great ;— and fo Uttlt foird comfort to be 
adminiftered from the mere refinehiecrts of phi« 
loibphy in Aich emergencies, that there was no 
Tirtire which required greater efFoirtSi or which 
was found fo difficult to be achieved upon moral 
principles; upon moral" principles— -which had 
fio foundation to fuftainthts great weight, which 
the infirmities of our irature laid upon it. Aad 
for this reafon, ^is obfervable, that there is no 
fqbjedvupon which the moral writers of anti- 
quity haveexhauiled fo much oft heir eloquence, 
or where they have fpent fuch time and pains, 
as in this of endeavouring to reconcile men to 
thefe evib. Infomuch, that from thence, in 
mod modern languages, the patient enduring of 
afflidion, has by degrees obtained the name of 
philofophy, and almoft monopolized the word 
toitfelf, as if it was the chief end or compendium 
of all the wifdom which ptiilofophy ha<} tooffer. 
And indeed, confidcring what lights they had^ 

foccu^ 
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fame of tlicm wrote cxlremely well ; yet, n 
wliat ihey faid proceeded more from ihe head 
than ihc heart, 'twas geftcmll/ more calcolitcd 
tofilvncca man in his trouble, liian to convince 
and teach him how to bear them. And ihere- 
fbrc however fubile and ingenious their argu- 
mertts might appear in the reading, 'its to be 
feared they loll mucb of ihe'ir efficacy, whca 
trii-d in the application. IF a man vraa truQ 
back in ihe world by difjppoiiuments, or— m 
was Jcb*^ C3.Ui — bad fuifered a fndden cbnnge in 
his fortunes, from an afflueiU condition was 
brought down by a train of cruel accidents, and 
piochc-d with poverty— phiJofopiiy would come 
in, aid lixliorl him lo (land hii ground ; • i t 
would tell him that the fame greatncfs and 
flrengrhof mind which enabled him to be ha v« 
wdlin the days of his profpeiity, (houId^uaUf 
crmble him lo behave welt in the days of his iuU 
verfity; that it was the properly ofonly weak and 
bafrfpirits, who were infolent intheone, tobede- 
jeaedandoverthrown by theoiher,whereaf great 
and generous Touls were at all times calm and 
—As they enjoyed Hie advantages of life ml 
Lad i3erence,~thsy wereable toref^n tbom «ri 
the fame temper,— and confequenily^wcrBi 
of the reach of fortune. All which, howtvi 
fine, and liMy to fiiiify the fancy of a man 
eafe, could convey but little confoiation to a heart 
already piereed with fwrow; — nor is iito be con- 
ceived, how ail iinf^irtanate creature fiioiild any- 
iBjre receive relici irom tutVi A\l;&».\t^\'i-)^| 
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jlift,]thcn a fn:m racked vriih an acute fit of the 

gxHir-or ftafi<0> ootrid be fuppofed to be fet free 

b^m lortore, by hearing from his phy fician a nice 

difTcrtAtion open his cafe. The phiiofophic con- 

Ikilations in (Ickrtefs, <)r inafflidioDsforthe death 

of friends and kindred, were juft as efficacious : 

•4-«iid'wene rather in gener^il to be confide: red 

as goad faytngs than good remedies.-— «-Sd 

ihat, if a man was bereaved of a promifing child^

Sffiica or EfMetttjvnyvld teM ihe ptnfive parent 

and di&onfolate widow— that tears and tamen- 

Caiion for the dead were fruirlefs and abfurd ; 

that to die was the neceflary and unavoidable 

debt of nature ;— and a^ tt could admit of no 

r«medy^**^as impioas andfoolifh to grieve and 

fret themfelves upon it. 

, Upon fuch fage council, as well as many 
other lefTons of the fame fbimpf the fame reAec- 
titm might be applied, . which is (aid to have 
been made by one of the Roman Emperers, to 
ooe who adminiilered the £ime confolations to 
him, on a like cccafion,— to whom, advifing him 
to be comforted 9 and make himfelf eafy, .fmce' 
the eyeot had been brought about by a fatality, 
and could not be helped/— he replied, '* That 
this was fo far from leilenidg his^rouble,— that 
it was the very circumftaace which occafionetf 
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it.*'— So that upon tKe whole-*— when the tnie 
value of thefey and raany tnore of their current 
cargumeotd have been weighed and brought to 
the teftj'-'-Ouc is fed to doubt, whether the 
greateft 'part of their heroes, the mod renown-* 
^d for conftancy, were not m'ucb more indebt^ 
ed to good nerves and fpirits, or the natural 
^lappy frame of their tempers, for behaving 
wellt than to any extraordinary helps which 
they could be fupl>ofed to receive from their ia- 
01 u£lors. And therefore I ihould make no (era* 
pie to afTert^ that one fuch »iflance of patience 
and refignation as this, which the icripture 
gives us in the per ion of Job, not of one moft 
pompoufly declaiming upon the contempt of 
pain and poverty^ but of a man iunk in the 
lowtA condition of humanity, to behold him 
when ftrippedof his eftate, — his weahh, his 
friends, his children— cheerfully holding up his 
head, and entertaining his hard fortune with 
firnrtflefs and ferenity j-— and this, not from a 
ftoicalftupidity, but a juftfenfeof God's provi- 
dence, and a perfuafion of his juAice and good- 
nefs in all his dealings-— ^Such an example, I 
fay, as this, is of more univerfal u(e, fpeaks 
truer to the heart, than all the heroic precepts, 
which the pedantry of phiiofophy have to offer.
